PHOTO AND VIDEO POLICY 

JoCo Cruise imposes no restrictions on where and when its cruisers may capture light photons and audio waves, and 
generally encourages you to do so, as well as share those images and recordings with others. JoCo Cruise operates 
under a Creative Commons Attribution-NonCommercial-Sharealike license. 

That said, four things: 

• At times, Royal Caribbean’s photo and video policies may be different from JoCo Cruise’s. If there’s a conflict, we 
must defer to Royal Caribbean’s policy. 

• Please be mindful and respectful of others when recording. Do not block aisles or anyone else’s view with your 
equipment or self; or if someone puts their hands up to block their face while you’re pointing a camera at them, that 
probably means they’re not in the mood to be recorded. 

• Some performers may ask that their performances not be recorded, or indicate that they may be recorded but not 
publicly reposted. In such cases we ask that everyone respect those requests. We’ll do our best to get word out in 
advance regarding performers’ preferences. For example: all recording is prohibited during Tuesday’s Comedy 
Night Concert. 



A WORD ABOUT GRATUITIES . . . 


Just a reminder that your shipboard gratuities have been pre-paid as part of 
your JoCo Cruise fare, so you can ignore any of the ship's notifications and 
reminders about gratuities. If you find that you’ve been billed for gratuities, call 
or visit the ship’s Guest Services desk. That said, you should of course feel free 
to give additional amounts to any Freedom staff member(s) you feel helped 
make your experience extra special, or if you just enjoy tippin’! 




ONBOARD COMMUNICATIONS 


You might have noticed that there’s a lot of things on the 
schedule. RELAX. It’s cool. Even if it were possible, you 
don’t have to do everything. Of course we want to see you 
at all the Main Performances, but you should always feel 
free to pick and choose what you want to do. Or even, at 
times, do nothing at all. 

That said, to make it as easy as possible for you to know 
what’s happening when, we, as well as a few enterprising 
Sea Monkeys, have developed lots of ways to help keep you 
informed as the week goes along. 

• The SeaMonkey newlsetter will be delivered 
to your stateroom every day, starting the 
evening Of Day 2. Thanks to our amazing Helper 
Monkeys and the incredible Junior Executive 
Consultants, we’ll be printing up and distributing a 
one-sheet version of The SeaMonkey to keep you 
updated all week long. Yes, there’s a full schedule 
inside this newsletter, but who knows what all else 
might happen? We don’t! 

• Twit-Arr. .. is a Twitter-like message board that’s 
free for JoCo Cruisers to use. You don’t have to have 
Internet access to access it, and if you purchase wifi 
it won’t burn your minutes. Complete details of how 
to sign up and use Twit-arr can be found on the next 
few pages. 

• The CruiseMonkey App, also Sea Monkey- 
developed, puts all the key event info right at your 
fingertips on your smartphone or tablet. No paid 
Internet is required to use the app onboard once 
you have downloaded it (so download it before we 
set metaphorical sail!) 

• The Helper Monkeys. At all of JoCo Cruise’s Official 
Events (and many Shadow Cruise events), you’ll find 
the amazing Helper Monkeys, who will have special 
neon-colored badge lanyards (with “HELPER 
MONKEY” cleverly written all over them). When a 
Helper Monkey is “on-duty,” he or she can help answer 


any JoCo Cruise question you might have. And if they 
don’t know the answer, they’re empowered to find out. 
They’re also trained people you can turn to if you’re 
concerned about a Code of Conduct violation, or if you 
need to report a harassment incident. For general 
Freedom of the Seas or related Royal Caribbean 
questions, please consult the the ship’s materials 
and staff. 

• Helper Monkey Help Desk. You can also usually 
find the amazing Helper Monkeys at an info desk just 
outside the Game Room. BTW, it’s mighty keen that the 
Game Room is sponsored by Steve Jackson Games. 

• Master Control In the Game Room, inside the 
Game Room—which is sponsored by Steve Jackson 
Games in case you forgot from the last paragraph— 
we’ll have an area set up with tools for Sea Monkeys 
to organize and communicate. Specifically, there will 
be easel pads that any Sea Monkey can use to notify 
everyone about their plans (i.e., “Underwater D&D - 
Main Pool - Friday 10 am; bring goggles”). We’ll also 
have a table or two where Sea Monkeys can leave 
flyers or other notices—or just leave notes for one 
another (“Analog Twitter”). And on the monitors just 
outside the Game Room (SJ Games is just awesome 
for having sponsored the Game Room), you’ll find an 
updated list of the day’s JoCo Cruise Official and 
Shadow Cruise activities. Because we and the ship 
both know how to use PowerPoint. 

• Morning Announcements. Before each Main 
Event, we’ll make brief announcements about any 
Official Schedule changes, additions, or other bits of 
data that will be useful for planning your days. 

• Ask your fellow Sea Monkeys! They might not 
know any more than you do, but who knows? And 
maybe you’ll just decide to grab a drink and/or play 
some MtG or Zombie Dice with your new 
friend(s) instead. 






INSTRUCTIONS ON USING TWIT-ARR 


1. Logging In 

CruiseMonkey is a full Twit-Arr client for iOS and Android. You can download it from the App store or Google Play. 
On your device, connect to http://jcc6.rccl.com. 

You can also use Twit-arr through a web browser connecting to the same address. 

When first connecting to Twit-arr, you will see the main stream of tweets flowing | 
by. All tweets can be viewed, but to post you must log in. You can do this by using 
the hamburger menu in the upper corner. The main menu, or the icon with three 
parallel lines, is the main navigation device in the program. From here, you can 
move between the tweet stream, the forum section and your seamail. At the 
bottom of the navigation options are login and sign up buttons. If you were on last 

year’s cruise and used Twit-arr then, you can log in with your old account. If you _ [ 

have forgotten your password, you can click the appropriate link, answer your security question and have your 
password reset. You can also ask one of the Twit-Arr admins to reset your password if all else fails. 

If that doesn’t apply to you, click the Sign Up button which takes you to a form where you can specify your user- 
name, password, and your security question. Because of technical limitations, passwords are being sent over the 
wireless completely unencrypted. DO NOT USE the same password or security question for ANYTHING ELSE. 



2. Tweets 

Once you are logged in, you will be back at the top of the main page where you can see the stream of tweets. You 
can always get to the tweet stream by clicking the main menu icon in the upper left corner and then selecting 
tweets. Once you are signed in, you will see a new button in the upper right labelled New Post which allows you to 
post a new tweet to the stream. You can also reply to a tweet by selecting the tweet and responding in the text box. 

By selecting a tweet out of the stream you will see all replies to that tweet, as well as any parent tweets. Photos 
can be attached to any tweet or reply, although there is a lOmb maximum size. 


3. Seamail 


You can find Seamail under the main menu icon in the top left corner. Seamail 
works like most email clients in which you can send a private message to any 
number of users. You can search for a user by name and the search box will display 
any matching users. If you wish to send a seamail to multiple people, type in one 
name and select the match that the server brings up, then search for the next user 
you wish to add. 



4. Forums 


Forums are also accessed under the main menu icon in the top left corner. While the 
tweet stream shows the most recent reply unconnected to any previous activity 
until a tweet is accessed, all conversation in a forum is threaded. The thread with 
the most current reply will be on top, and all replies to the initial post will be 
shown in order underneath. This makes it a great tool for planning events, having 
a picture sharing thread, or just discussing a single topic where previous activity 
won’t be lost. 


From the top of the forum view, you can 
see all of the created forums as well as 
activity that has occurred in each of the 
forums since your last visit.

INSTRUCTIONS ON USING TWIT-ARR (cont.) 


5. Events 

Once you have planned your event in the forum, you can post it for others to see 
in the events page. When you post your event, you can specify the name of the 
event, where the event will occur, the time of the event and the number of attend¬ 
ees that can fit into the venue for the event. 

On the events index page, there are 3 main sections, the first is the main list of 
events. It will show 20 per page, have events separated into different days and 
will be only show events that are still upcoming. The next is past events, this will simply show all events that have 
passed in time, ordered from most recent to least. The third is upcoming events. This shows events that the user 
has signed up for or favorited ordered from soonest to latest. On the event detail page users can sign up for events, 
favorite them, see who else has signed up, etcetera. Additionally, if the user is the user that created the event they 
can edit or delete the event, on editing they can change every detail except the title which is fixed. If a user signs 
up for an event or favorites one, they will get an alert 30 minutes before the start of the event as a reminder. You 
can also view only the events you have favorited or signed up for as well as exporting all events to CSV. 



IMPORTANT: any events using JCC-dedicated spaces/times (Game Room, Cloud Nine, etc.) beyond individual- 
game plans (e.g., “let’s us 6 play CAH at 2pm”) MUST be submitted and approved as Shadow Cruise Events; 
submission forms will be available at the Info Desk outside the Game Room. Events in public spaces are fine, as 
long as you are mindful of other passengers. 


6. Alerts 

The next button on the main menu is for alerts. This will show you 
your unread mail, new mentions in tweets and mentions in forums. If 
you have new activity, a red icon will appear in the upper right hand 
corner of the display that will take you directly to the alerts page when pressed. 
The alerts menu item in the sidebar will also turn red. 



7. Profile 

Under the profile option on the main menu, you can change the information that is displayed about you. You can 
upload a profile picture, change your display name and real name, choose whether to share your cabin number and 
home town, and alter your email address. Your email can be shared publically or not, depending on whether you 
check the Public Email check box. Others can view you and select Download as a Contact. This will add the 
contact information you have chosen to share to their phone via a vcard file. You can also change your password. 


8. Search 

The search box at the top of the screen allows you to search tweets, events, forums, users and seamail based on 
the test you enter. Clicking on any search result will take you directly to that item. 


9. Stars 


In order to track other users you wish to follow, you can select the star next to 
their profile name. You can reach their profile by selecting their name in any 
tweet, event or forum post. Once you have selected the star, it will turn solid 
and you will be following that user. You can get a view of all of the people you 
are following by selecting Starred Users from the main menu. From there, you 
can also get a filtered tweet view of only starred users by selecting that link. 
The Personal Comment field is there for your use and is only visible to you. You 
might use this field to record someone’s room number, their contact info or 
other notes you wish to take.

10. Emoji 

To use the emoji, just add the appropriate text surrounded by colons. For example, :hottub: becomes 
The full list of emojis are: 

buffet | die-ship | die | fez | hottub | joeo | pirate | ship-front | ship | towel-monkey I tropical-drink | zombie

give you a hand (@wingar, @gbasden, (§>RangerRick, @OrigamiSlayer)

GAME ROOM Jackson Games) GUIDELINES 


We want everyone to feel welcome in the Game Room, sponsored by SJ Games. So there 
are a few guidelines beyond what’s in the Code of Conduct: 


Involve new people in your games! If you see someone 
who looks curious about what you’re playing, and 
there’s an empty spot at the table, ask if they’d like to 
join or even just watch. You’ll probably make a new 
friend and/or hook someone new on a game that you 
love playing. Everyone wins! 

There are no restrictions on what activities are 
allowed, but be mindful—especially during the 
busiest times—that the Game Room (sponsored 
by... wait for it... Steve Jackson Games!) is set up 
primarily for tabletop games, something that can’t 
happen as easily in most other parts of the ship. 

Many Gaming Track events will be taking places on 
the upper two levels of the Main Dining Room—the 
Isaac (Deck 4) and Galileo (Deck 5) Dining Rooms — 
on sea days. 

You can also game in other public spaces on the ship, 
such as the various bars, though the tables aren’t 
always as conducive. Particularly not for a full-on 
game of, say, Ogre. 

We have designated the far rear port side corner of 
the Galileo Dining Room (Deck 5, the top floor of the 
dining room) as a semi-official RPG space. (The far 
right back corner as you enter the room.) You are 
welcome to use this area every day (starting on Day 
2) from 8 am to 3 pm. You’re of course welcome to 
game elsewhere; just know that you can spread out 
your graph paper and miniatures and dice trays and 
actuarial tables to your hearts’ content here. 


• Although we’ve added game capacity, there still could 
be times when it might be difficult to find a table in 
the Game Room, particularly at peak times. For that 
reason, we ask that everyone be mindful of how long 
they’ve been at a particular table, and if it’s been a 
long time, consider moving to one of the alternative 
game locations. Thank you in advance. 

• The Helper Monkey Info Desk is right outside the 
Game Room (which is, in case you’ve forgotten, 
sponsored by Steve Jackson Games). So if you have 
any questions or concerns, please see them if there 
aren’t any Helper Monkeys in the room itself. 

• Many Sea Monkeys (and JoCo Cruise itself) bring 
games that everyone can play, which is amazing and 
wonderful. Take care of any game you play as if it 
were your own. If you abuse your own games, take 
care of others’ games as if you weren’t a monster. 

• Children are welcome in the Game Room, which 
we’re very pleased to report is sponsored by Steve 
Jackson Games, but children must be accompanied 
at all times in the Game Room by either a parent 
or a guardian with whom you have made specific 
arrangements to do so. While we want all our 
younger guests to have as great a time as those who 
have circled the sun more times than they, the space 
is not intended to function as de facto child care. Also, 
past experience compels us to note that, while 
keel-hauling and walking the plank are no longer 
permitted, the Code of Conduct will be enforced with 
any JoCo Cruiser, regardless of age. 




BITS OF USEFUL INFO THAT DIDN’T FIT ANYWHERE ELSE 


MONARCH OF THE SEAS 

Shortly before the first Official concert—which is 
Jonathan Coulton’s full band show at 9 pm tonight in 
Studio B—well be crowning this year’s “Monarch of 
the Seas.” This is possibly the most important and 
powerful title in the universe, with a new Monarch 
chosen each year through a random drawing. If you 
are selected, get ready to be addressed as “Your 
Worship,” “Grand Moff,” “Timelord,” “Planeswalker,” 
“Cool Daddy-o,” etc., as befits your new status. If you’re 
NOT selected, be ready to address the Monarch of 
the Seas as noted above, as befits their new status. 

NOT SO FAST, NO-FACE! 

Due to RCI safety regulations, no full-face masks are 
allowed in the RCI public areas at any time. So, cosplay- 
ers, please be sure that your face (or a reasonable 
portion thereof) is always visible. Thank you for your 
cooperation with this RCI policy. 

DINING IN STYLE 

Our group will occupy the entire lower floor of the 
main dining room (Deck 3, a.k.a. the Leonardo Dining 
Room), as well as a sizable section of the second floor 
(Deck 4, a.k.a. the Isaac Dining Room). Our dinner 
seating is at 5:30 pm every night (except on Day 1, 
where we go to dinner at 5:45 pm, so you can get the 
most out of our Welcome Cocktail Reception). You’re 
of course free to eat elsewhere on the ship any time you 
like, but why miss the fun? Unless you pre-arranged 
to have Fixed Seating, you can sit at any table with a 
white “JoCo Cruise - Open Seating” table tent. 

DISCOUNTED INTERNET 

If you just can’t live without a fresh feed of dank memes, 
we’ve arranged a special discounted rate for JoCo Cruis¬ 
ers: $129.95 per person for the duration of the sailing. 
Just access the wifi network with your chosen device, 
enter your credential (name, stateroom, etc.), and select 


the $129.95 package. If for some reason the package 
isn’t visible to you, contact us and we’ll help get it sorted 
out for you. 

IMPORTANT: you MUST sign up on Day 1 (embarka¬ 
tion day) to get this rate. Also bear in mind that Internet 
at sea can be veeery sloooooow, and is not suitable for 
streaming services of any kind. 

Also please note that there are numerous restaurants, 
internet cafes and other places in both St. Thomas and 
St. Maarten that provide (often complimentary) Internet 
access. Again, your mileage may vary, bandwidth- and/ 
or speed-wise. 

SHIP TIME / ATLANTIC TIME 

DID YOU KNOW: on our voyage, the time on the 
Freedom will vary depending on where we are, which is 
very important when it comes to showing up on time to 
events, making it back to the ship, etc. In prior years, a 
notice was sent to each cabin by the ship when these 
changes occur, with details on how you should adjust 
the time on your watches, laptops, tablets, magic rings, 
etc. to keep up with the times. The JCC schedule 
always takes place on ship time. 

PERFORMER MERCHANDISE 
AND JOCO CRUISE OFFICIAL 
MERCHANDISE 

Many of the performers will have merchandise available 
for sale immediately after their performances, and/or 
in the ship’s gift shop, where you can also purchase 
Official JoCo Cruise merchandise. Best of all: you can 
use your SeaPass for purchases, so you don’t have to 
handle any messy, unsanitary cash, thus reducing the 
necessity of washing your hands. 

If you purchased JoCo Cruise merch online, it should 
be delivered to your cabin by the end of embarkation 
day. If for some reason you don’t receive it, notify 
management via a Helper Monkey and we’ll figure out 
what went haywire.

P lay with any handful of pocket change, divided evenly between 
two players. Both players must start with the same set of coins. 
For example: 4 pennies, 3 nickels, 2 dimes, and 1 quarter. 

There is a *pof in the middle of the table. Players will take turns 
playing one coin into the pot After playing a coin, you may withdraw 
from the pot any assortment of coins that is worth less than the coin 
you put in. For example, if you put in a dime, you may withdraw up to 
nine cents. (You should always take back as much as you can.)

To play with more than two players, use the same rules, with the 
turn passing to the left.

Be excellent to each other. We expect that everyone will 
treat their fellow Sea Monkeys with kindness and respect.

Twilight of the Snorks: A Crisis of Identity? 


We end this cruise on a note of 
contemplation, a call to consider 
ourselves in context—a call, perhaps, 
for papers? This, indeed, is the final 
cruise upon which we share our ship 
with non-Sea-Monkeys. It has always 
been Snorks—those who are not Sea 
Monkeys—and Sea Monkeys—those 
who are not Snorks. It is within this 
meta-framework, predicated upon the 
existence of Snorks, that the notion 
of Sea-Monkeydom has existed.
